Fernando Shanks, who is a member 
of the 45th infantry and Ogbtingfor his 
country in the Philippine Islands, has 
written a most interesting letter to his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Oscar Mott in 
this city. 


Mr. Shanks was formerly a member 
of Co. I, 33rd Michigan. 
His present 
company has been in battle but fortun­ 
ately not a man was killed. 


He describes the natives as sneaking 
cowards and says they will not fight in 
a fair manner but that if they get a 
chance to shoot a man in the back they 
will do it every time. 


It is evident from his letter that the 
3oys are well fed but that they are 
compelled to take long marches.
